Manufacturers Cheered as N. Y. Buying Exceeds Last Year’s Mark; 
Production Lifts Slightly to 92,250 Units for the Current Week; 
Sept. Car Sales Almost 25,000 Above °36; Truck Sales Up to 54,616 


With sales running well ahead of last | 


year, the National Auto Show is prov- 
ing a strong stimulus to car sales in the 
New York area as well as-at the show, 
an ADN survey in New York revealed | 
Tuesday. While attendance at the show, which ends its | 
eight-day run today, has not equalled last year’s mark, 
exhibitors state that this year there are more buyers and 
less “lookers.” 

Following a rain-marred opening, the show attendance 
picked up nicely over the week-end, with Monday being 
the biggest day thus far of the show. The weck’s largest 
crowd was anticipated Tuesday, which is election day in 
New York, and reports in the late afternoon indicated 
the new high would be set. Officials expected good crowds 
for the show’s windup today. 


Meanwhile, as N. Y.’s show entered its final phase to- 
day, Chicago rushed to completion plans for its 38th an- 
nual show which opens Saturday in International Amphi- 
theatre. Also on tap for Saturday openings are shows in 
Akron, Brooklyn, Buffalo, Columbus, O., Detroit, Min- 
neapolis, Newark, Omaha, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, and 
Trenton, N. J. Besides Newark’s car show, that city will 
also play host to the National Motor Truck Show in 
Centre Market building, Nov. 6-12. 


In addition to increased buying in the car and truck 
divisions of the N. Y. show, ADN’s survey showed con- 
tinued interest in the show’s trailer exhibits, which last 
year attracted tremendous attention from show patrons. 
While last year’s trailer interest turned out to be mostly 
curiosity, trailer men reported Tuesday that visitors to 
the trailer exhibits seem definitely interested in the pur- 
chase of a trailer and have a very good idea of what they 
want. Quite a number of sales have been closed at the 
show, mostly in the higher-priced jobs, and trailer manu- 
facturers are optimistic over 1938 prospects. 


At the General Motors’ Waldorf show, the Chrysler 
salon in the Chrysler building and Ford’s new salon at 
the Ford building on Broadway, they continue to pack 
them in and reports from these quarters indicate that 
business is brisk, ADN’s New York staff correspondent 
learned. 

Cheered by prospects of the show, Alfred Reeves, gen- 
eral manager of the Automobile Manufacturers’ Assn. 
and manager of the show, told ADN’s staff correspondent 
Monday night: 

“I do not expect that we shall reach last year’s at- 
tendance records but, from reports that I have received, 
sales will be higher. There appears to be more real buyers 
attending, people who have waited until the show to 
buy their new car in order to look over the complete 
lines, and the manufacturers feel very optimistic about 
the outlook for the future.” 


N. Y. Show 
Stimulating 
Car Sales 


With the 1938 selling season in full 
Week’s Output swing following the 
Holds Above 
90,000 Mark 
92,250 units the current week, end- 
ing Nov. 6, according to ADN figures. The revised total 
for a week ago is 91,332 vehicles, while the com- 
parable week in 1936 shows a total of 89,050 vehicles. On 
the basis of November's first week output, total produc- 
tion for the month should be in the neighborhood of 
400,000 units, which would approximate the 405,702 cars 
and trucks produced in November, 1936. 

General Motors group total for the current week is 
estimated by ADN at 45,650 units, as against 46,480 in the 
previous week. Of this sum, Chevrolet figures to turn out 
28,000, its previous rate. Buick has 6,350 scheduled, Pon- 
tiac 5,600, Oldsmobile 4,700 and Cadillac-LaSalle about 
1,000. 

With operations gradually being speeded, Ford will 
likely turn out about 4,000 jobs this week in contrast to 
the 1,500 last week when production on 1938 models got 
under way after several delays. Output is expected to 
reach near-normal proportions by the latter part of the 
month, and it is believed Ford will account for at least 
40,000 units in November. Coupled with Lincoln’s 25 and 
Lincoln-Zephyr’s 125, the current week’s Ford total 
should be 4,150 units, according to ADN figures. 

Chrysler division operations are up slightly this week 
to 25,100 jobs, compared with 24,500 last week and 23,600 
in the corresponding week of last year. Plymouth’s pro- 
jected 11,100 will top the Chrysler group this week, ADN 
estimates, with Dodge’s 8,500, Chrysler’s 3,000 and De 
Soto’s 2,500 following in that order. 

Among the independents, Hudson-Terraplane’s esti- 
mated 3,400 for the week will lead, followed by Packard 
and Nash-LaFayette with 2,500 each and Studebaker, 
which has 1,700 jobs projected. Willys, which was forced 
to curtail operations last week because of parts shortage, 
steams up again this week and should run about 1,500 
jobs off assembly lines during the five days. Hupmobile, 
which has started operations on 1938 models in earnest, 
figures to get about 200 cars this week, while Graham, 
which has been closed for inventory, plans for at least 
50 units this week, with a speedy uplift in the next few 
weeks. The miscellaneous group, according to ADN esti- 
mates, should account for about 8,000 cars and trucks the

New York.—General Motors 
Corp. declares a $1.50 dividend on 
common stock, payable Dec. 13, 
bringing the total payment on 
common so far this year to $3.75 
a share, compared with $4.50 last 
year. Also declared is the regular 
quarterly dividend of $1.25 a 
share on the $5 preferred stock, 
payable Feb. 1, 1938. The cor- 
poration’s third-quarter earnings 
were $42,118,179, compared with 
$32,331,523 last year.

have been in progress between GM and UAW officials 
for some time, will be ready for ratification at that time 
is considered possible, although neither side has revealed 
exactly what has been accomplished so far. Included in 
the 11-point demands presented by UAW in August, look- 
ing to revisions in the present GM contract, are pro- 
visions for wage increases, sole bargaining rights, etc.

Late Tuesday UAW filed 
a formal complaint against Chrysler Corp., charging 
violation of the Wagner Act by “supporting” a company 
union.

Including an estimated 6,500 for Wisconsin, 
September passenger car sales in the U. 8. 
and Canada totaled 231,942 units, according to 
final figures from 48 states and the District 
of Columbia. The total is almost 25,000 sales 
above the 208,897 registrations recorded in the same 
month a year ago, and compares with 307,814 sales 
chalked up in August of this year. 

Thus September of this year becomes third ranking 
September in the industry’s history, being exceeded only 
by 1928 and 1929, when 271,821 and 304,452 sales were 
recorded, respectively. 

The final total for the month compares with ADN’s 
previous estimate of around 225,000 sales. R. L. Polk & 
Co.’s official figures for 47 states and the District of 
Columbia, released this week, show a total of 225,442 car 
sales in September, which added to ADN’s estimate of 
6,500 for Wisconsin (compared with last year’s 5,846) 
raises the total to 231,942.

September truck registrations totaled 54,- 
616 units, a final compilation of figures 
showed this week, compared with 54,611 
sales in the same month a year ago. The 
1937 total includes an estimate of 1,500 
sales for Wisconsin, where publication of official figures 
are prohibited by a recently-enacted law. In September, 
1936, Wisconsin recorded a total of 1,333 registrations. 

The total, which approximates ADN’s previous estimate 
of between 50,000 and 55,000 sales during September, com- 
pares with 60,401 units in August of this year.
